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FCC Invites Public Comments On New 
Amateur Band Proposals 


from The ARRL Letter — Public comments on FCC 
proposals to create two new amateur bands and 
to upgrade an Amateur Service allocation at 2.4 
GHz to primary are due July 29, and reply com- 
ments are due by August 12. In response to an 
ARRL petition, the FCC last month released a No- 
tice of Proposed Rule Making (ET Docket 02-98) 
that proposed to create a new 5-MHz HF alloca- 
tion and a new low-frequency band in the vicin- 
ity of 136 kHz in addition to elevating amateurs 
from secondary to primary at 2400 to 2402 MHz. 


The FCC adopted the NPRM May 2 on a unani- 
mous vote. The NPRM was published June 14 in 
The Federal Register. A copy of the petition is 
available on the ARRL Web site <http:// 
www.arrl.org/announce/regulatory/et02-98/>. In- 
terested parties may file comments via the FCC’s 
Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS) 
<http://www.fcc. gov/e-file/ecfs.html>. To view 
filed comments, click on “Search for Filed Com- 
ments;” to file a comment, click on “Submit a fil- 
ing.” In either case, enter “02-98” in the “Pro- 
ceeding” field. More than 130 parties—most of 
them individual amateurs—already have filed 
comments. 


If the proposals eventually are approved, amateurs 
would gain a new, secondary, domestic (US-only) 
HF allocation at 5.25 to 5.40 MHz and a new LF 
“sliver band” at 135.7 to 137.8 kHz. 


The FCC has recommended permitting amateurs 
to operate at full legal limit on a new 5-MHz al- 
location, but it left open for further discussion 
whether to restrict band access to certain license 
classes. The FCC also has invited further com- 
ment on whether the band should be broken down 
into mode-specific subbands. 


On 136 kHz, the FCC has proposed limiting out- 
put to 1 W effective isotropic radiated power 
(EIRP)—or 100 W PEP maximum transmitter out- 
put—and with a transmission bandwidth of only 
100 Hz. The ARRL had asked for 2 W EIRP and a 
maximum transmitter power of 200 W PEP. The 
FCC has asked whether its proposed power limits 
are appropriate. The FCC proposed to limit ac- 
cess to the band to General and higher-class lic- 
ensees.

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Severe Weather Notes 


Heavy Rain/GPS - Joel Tye, 
KB9RH 


For the most part, things have been 
rather quiet so far this severe weather 
season, but on June 26th a narrow band 
of very heavy rain inundated the city of 
Fort Wayne and parts of Allen and Whit- 
ley Counties with over 4 inches of rain 
in just over three hours. The rainfall was 
so intense that Interstate 69 near Illi- 
nois Road was closed overnight - along with numer- 
ous street/underpass closings in the city itself. 


In addition to the heavy rain, the intense cloud-to- 
ground lightning caused power outages for almost 
10,000 residents and was responsible for several fires. 
At the height of the storms, the lightning was almost 
continuous. It’s been several years since we have seen 
lightning that intense. 


Storm spotter reports that night to the National 
Weather Service were mainly confined to street flood- 
ing and street or underpass closings, in addition to a 
small number of reports of pea-sized hail. Strangely, 
the wind was not an issue that night, and very few 
wind reports were called in. 


One question that has come up is the use of GPS co- 
ordinates in storm reporting. I have a hand-held GPS 
unit, and whenever I’m doing any mobile spotting, 
it’s right there on my dashboard. However, I have 
never used it in any of my reports, and queried the 
Weather Service about their policy on this. To make 
a long story short, the Weather Service does not want 
any reports in latitude/longitude; therefore, if you 
have a GPS unit, please keep the reports referenced 
to a town or major intersection - as we have been 
doing all along. Sometimes the National Weather Ser- 
vice personnel may take a GPS reading when doing 
a damage survey, but they normally do not use the 
system. 


That’s about it for this month. We are now in the 
middle of what I call “downburst season” which runs 
from mid-June until the first part of August. Since 
there has been a lack of severe weather, now would 
be a good time for all of us to review our notes on 
severe storms and reporting procedures so we will 
be ready for the next event. As one person put it: 
“Let’s all be ready and hope we are never needed”.

www.npstc.org/>—pronounced “nipstick”’—is a coalition 
of organizations involved in public safety communica- 
tions. ARRL is a NPSTC participant. This week’s meet- 
ing was a followup to a brainstorming session last Febru- 
ary in Washington, DC, in which ARRL took part. 


McGahey said discussion this week included the public 
safety aspects of the proposed secondary domestic ama- 
teur allocation at 5 MHz; the relevance of accreditation 
and training programs and their role in validating Ama- 
teur Radio’s participation in public safety communica- 
tions support; the potential of 4.9 GHz to relieve public 
safety pressure from 2.4 GHz; and proposed research in- 
volving Amateur Radio’s public safety role. Two surveys 
are under consideration for sometime within the next 12 
months. One would determine Amateur Radio’s specific 
emergency resources and capabilities. A second would 
assess the utilization and need for Amateur Radio re- 
sources by public safety officials. 


Haynie said after the meeting that he’s optimistic about 
Amateur Radio’s greater involvement in public safety and 
homeland security communications. “It’s a whole new 
mindset since September 11,” he said, “and we now need 
to pay attention to how all Americans—whether they’re 
in public safety or Amateur Radio—can cooperate to make 
this a safer nation.” 


Dayton Hamvention Attendance Dips 
Again In 2002 


from The ARRL Letter — Dayton Hamvention reports 
that attendance for this year’s 50th anniversary event 
was 24,832—down about 5 percent from 2001’s crowd 
of 26,151. The 2002 number marks the second year in 
a row that Hamvention attendance has dipped. Over 
the past five years, attendance numbers had climbed 
to 28,804 in 2000, the year of the ARRL National Con- 
vention at Dayton. Hamvention attendance peaked in 
1993 at 33,669—before the event date changed from 
April to May. 
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AMSAT-OSCAR 7 Satellite Returns From The Dead 


from The ARRL Letter — After being declared dead more than 20 
years ago, the AMSAT-OSCAR 7 satellite suddenly came back to 
life this month. First heard June 21 by Pat Gowan, G3IOR, AO-7 
subsequently has been monitored—and used again—by several other 
amateurs. AO-7 was launched November 15, 1974. It remained op- 
erational for more than six years before succumbing to battery fail- 
ure in 1981. 


AMSAT says it seems certain the satellite is running only off its 
solar panels, not from the onboard batteries, so it will be operational 
only while it’s in sunlight. King speculates that the batteries, which 
shorted as they failed two decades ago, now are “un-shorting” and 
causing the satellite to come back to life. 


For those attempting to use AO-7, Mode A (2 meters up/10 meters 
down) is not a problem, but Mode B (70 cm up/2 meters down) is. 
Because of changes in the international Radio Regulations that went 
into effect in the 1970s as AO-7 was under construction, the 432.1 
MHz uplink frequency is no longer authorized for space communi- 
cations. 


AMSAT advises potential users that when uplinking to a satellite, 
they are operating in the Amateur-Satellite Service. AMSAT says 
uplinking to AO-7 “is possibly illegal since the Amateur Satellite 
Service is not permitted at 432.1 MHz.” The current band plan ear- 
marks the 432.1 MHz range for weak signal work. Sections 
97.207(c)(2) and 97.207(b)(2) of the FCC’s rules authorize space 
station and earth station operation only in the 435-438 MHz seg- 
ment. 


Built by a multinational team under the direction of AMSAT-NA, 
AO-7 carries Mode A (145.850-950 MHz uplink; 29.400-500 MHz 
downlink) and Mode B (432.180-120 MHz uplink; 145.920-980 
MHz downlink) linear transponders plus beacons on 29.502 and 
145.972 MHz. A 2304.1 MHz beacon was never turned on because 
of international treaty constraints.
